BE IMPROVED 


IMPROVEMENTS AT CHURCH OF 
THE ASCENSION TO BE 
MADE SOON 

Extensive altera Hour and improve- 
irientR will lie made in the near future 
at tin' Church of the Asecnsion. Plans 
have been completed and work will lie 
under way within a few days. The 
changes will result In giving enlarged 
seating eapneity and greater eonven- 
lenee. 

Hriefly tlie extension will consist of 
tin additional transept on the north 
side h.v the side of the one now con¬ 
taining th<‘ organ, Both transepts will 

I.xtended beyond the iiresent north 

extremity of tiie building. The pipe 
organ will lie removed to the new 
transept, with the consol at the left 
of the choir as viewed by the congre¬ 
gation This change will be an im¬ 
provement in that the organist will 
be placed nearer tile choir while the 
organ will be moved further from the 
a alienee, thus improving matters both 
for the musicians and their auditors. 

That portion of the transept now oc¬ 
cupied by tiie organ and consol will 
be opened Into tiie main auditorium. 
The extension on the north will contain 
looms lor the Sunday school, vest¬ 
ments, etc., and will add greatly to the 
t onvi nience of the building. ’I’. M.

“SAFETY” THE WORD GREAT BORAX STATE 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC ORIGINATES CALIFORNIA PRODUCES ALMOST 
NEW PLAN TO MAINTAIN THE ENTIRE AMOUNT RE¬ 
FINE RECORD PORTED FOR COUNTRY 


“Safety,” which is the watchword of 
the Southern Pacific, is to be moved 
further ahead of its code. It was the* 
slogan “Safety First” that helped to 
make the record of “No Lives Lost 
Through Collision or Derailment in 
Nearly Four Years,” on this road. 

Now it will, through safety commit- 
teen comprising officials and employes, 
try for an even better record for safe¬ 
ty than heretofore and endeavor to 
prevent accidents of all kinds. As 
much regard shall he taken of the life 
and limb <»f the employe as of the 
passenger. 

This move means tin* organization 
of a main safety committee to he 
composed of the division superintend¬ 
ents. Then then* is Jo lie a safety 
committee on every division to com¬ 
prise the superintendent, members of 
his staff from various departments, a 
conductor, engineer, hrakeman, fire¬ 
man. yardman, trackman, signal-man, 
bridge and building man and a shop 
man. Kach of these craftsmen will 
be the chairman of another distinct 
safety committee. 

Between meetings, which will ho 
held every month, each committee 
shall entertain suggestions that will 
tend to prevent accidents in all 
branches of the* railroad service. Then 
those s iggestions are to be brought 
rp at the division committee meet¬ 
ing and then again at the general 
safety committee meeting. If a shop 
employe mashes his finger the •hop 
committee will investigate and tr> 
and find a method whereby other's 
fingers will be protected from a re- 
curran* e of the accident. The mem¬ 
bers of each committee are to be fur¬ 
nished with a button of artistic* de¬ 
sign. 

Many of the suggestions that c»mo 
from the employes may appear to ho 
of minor importance, but at the same 
time easy to put in practiee. This 
is to be encouraged by the commit¬ 
tees as the men on the line see many 
things that mean safety that may be 
improved and thus minimize danger 
to life and limb.

An Outing in the “Big Country 


(Continued from issue of Aug. 2) 

Severn! good trails lo the high Sier¬ 
ras In addition lo the Mt. Whitney 
trail have their beginning at or near 
Lone Bine. The Tuttle Creek, llocketl 
and Cottonwood Canyon trails are 
next in order to tin- south. Inquiry 
showed tin- llnekell I rail to tie the 
most popular heeause it affords tin* 
quickest Way to get Into the high al¬ 
titudes. •Having saddled Molasses and 
packed Buckskin we set out for the 
foot of that trail early in the after- 
noon. 

The route lav southward along the 
foot of the Alabama Hills n distance 
of three miles, then through the hills 
and up the long talus slope of the 
Sierras to the mouth of Carroll Creek. 
The Alabama Hills are a curious for¬ 
mation extending twenty miles or more 
along the base of I lie Sierras and par¬ 
allel with them. Tile hills are said 
to la- the oldest geological formation 
In the United States, putting them in 
striking contrast to the Sierras which 
were pushed up after the Alahamas 
had reached a ripe age. They reach 
a height of about l.oml feet above the 
,,wens Valiev at their highest point, 
whereas the Sierras rise more than 
ill. non feet above the valley. The rock 
and soil of the hills Is quite red In 
contrast to the greys of tin* granite 
Sierras. 

Our First Camp 

Carroll Creek was reached late in 
the afternoon at a point near the 
mouth of the canyon. It is a pretty 
stream, crystal clear and especially 
inviting after nine miles of dusty 
roads and loose gravel. There being 
no water on the trull within the next 
nine miles we camped for the night 
beneath a clump of locust trees. Thin 
clouds which had obscured tin. sun 
late In the afternoon thickened up 
during the evening and about the time 
we were ready to get between the 
blankets rain began to fall. We were 
glad to he able to drag our bed Inside 
a tent near which we had made camp 
and which Imd been left standing l>y 
some one who had been packing sup¬ 
plies Into the mountains. However, 
there was not enough precipitation that 
night to have made it seriously incon¬ 
venient even had We been exposed to 
It without shelter. 

Cloudy skies were welcomed next 
morning. The reason was the long 
stretch of trail ahead of us on the 
east slope of the mountain and ex¬ 
posed squarely to the rays of the 
morning sun. The lloekett Trail takes 
a course somewhat similar to that of 
the Hturtcvant Trail In that it goes 
across the face of the slope Instead of 


retreating Into a canyon. It is steep I 
ami not designed for speed. The soli 
is loosi gravel and there is little or no ; 
brush or trees to hold it. Trail build- \ 
ing here consists of making a track 
w hit h folio-.. <1 uni I! a path is worn in 
the gravel which will l'etn;:!*' until It 
Is obliterated li> the winter ruins. Tht 
average grade of the trail is somewha. 
like that of the Angels Flight on the 
Mt. Wilson Trail. So II is easy to 
imagine why we were glad we did not | 
have to ascend that eastern slope in 
II boiling desert sun. 

Vastness of the Country 

The lloekett Trail begins its ascent 
at a point west of the north extremity 
of Owens Lake. The route across the 
face of the mountain gives an excellent 
outlook over the lake and (hi* lower 
end of the Owens Valley, The true 
dimensions of the country begin to 
become apparent, after we climb a few 
thousand feet. 

Everything is made on n large scale. 
The Alabama Hills occupy hut a nar¬ 
row strip In the foreground. Beyond 
them is all area of many shaded green 
which Is Hie cultivated land about 
(.one I * i fit*. All around are the yellows 
and browns of the valley and the 
White mountains beyond. The sun¬ 
light struggling thro igh the clouds 
hnthes the whole stone ill an opales¬ 
cent glow Stray rays break through 
and produce a dazzling light where 
they strike the surface of the lake. 

Whiding across tile slope at the foot 
ol the range is the line of the l-"s 
Angeles aqueduct. Three ditching 
crews are at work within sight of the 
trail, building the big ditch In sec- 
iions. Each crew is complete in It¬ 
self, building the complete ditch from 
the tirst breaking of the ground, blast¬ 
ing. scooping o t soil and rocks with 
a steam or electric shovel, smoothing 
out the walls, and lining them with ce 
nnnt. Each crew strelihrs out over a 
distance of half a mile or more and 
the work Is rushed day and night. 
Near at hand is the camp, in itself a 
small village. Occasionally an Im¬ 
mense puff of smoke Is seen and half 
a minute later the mighty roar of ex¬ 
ploding giant powder Is heard, rever¬ 
berating among the canyons and 
across the valley. 

As we travel upward along the trail 
then* is a constantly ree irring inclina¬ 
tion to stop and look around to see 
how big the country is. New eleva¬ 
tions and new angles of view afford 
an excuse to slop for breath, which 
’comes hi short pants" In the upper 
i altitudes though without discomfort. 

Into the Timber 

i The lower slope of the Sierras is al- 
’ most barren, bearing little brush and 


being dotted here and there only by j 
piny<m anil serubby pines and oaks. I 
But at an elevation of about 8,000 feet 
the trail turns hack toward the crest 
of the main ridge and as the slopes 
become loss steep the trees become 
larger and more numerous. Nothing 
but pines are seen. 

A1 xill( noon we reached Little Cot- | 
tunwood crock, a noisy stream , 
clear, cold water, hardly largo enough 
for tro ;t however. There was grass 
fo rtho horses and we made camp near 
the stream beneath a gro ip of tall 
pines. The bed of the canyon is wide 
and the stream descends gradually 
here, w inding among thickets of low. j 
willow l.riish, entirely unaware of the j 
abrupt descent to the valley soon to j 
he encountered. 

Rain and Lightning 
Just as we had packed up after sat¬ 
isfying aur ravenous appetites the rain 
began t<> fall again, this time In earn¬ 
est. Two thicknesses of heavy can¬ 
vas kept the pack dry, whh h was all 
we really cared about. We decided to 
travel on to Cottonwood creek before 
making camp for the night. Crossing 
a heavily wooded divide, we dropped 
Into the main Cottonwood Canyon. 
We were thankful to get off the divide 
for the rain was accompanied by a 
terrific thunder storm and the trees 
gave plenty of evidence that light¬ 
ning strikes more often oil the ridges 
than in the canyons. 

('ottonwood Creek is a stream worth 
while. Its volume Is about equal to 
that of tiie West Fork In * the* rainy 
Season. Rut in spite of the heavy rain 
and resulting erosion the water coming 
Into the stream from the gravel and 
granite slopes and the mountain mead¬ 
ows did not make il muddy. As we 
followed the trail along its auks in the 
rain yvo could see trout lying in the 
clear pools. 

Funked to the skin we were g’.ad to 
come in sight of Anton’s Camp, a sum¬ 
mer resort which made II unnecessary 
lo make camp in the ruin. A hot sup¬ 
per nn«l a lied in a dry* tent sounded 
inviting by contrast to what we had 
expected for our lot that night. So 
we turned the horses loose In the 
fenced meadow and thankfully carried 
the kyneks Into shelter. 

Anton’s Camp Is sit rated in a grove 
of stately pines at all angle of Cotton¬ 
wood Cnnyi'ii with large meadows 
above and below. If you have never 
seen a mountain meadow never he sat¬ 
isfied i-nttl you have found one. Doubt - 
h ss the good Lord could have made a 
more beautiful hit of scenery than a 
mountain meadow, ‘lull doubtless the 
good l.ord never did." Next week wo 
will have more to say of them. 


According to the United States Geo¬ 
logical Survey, there was considerable 
increase in the production of borax in 
the United States in Bill over that of! 

! Hilt), the output for last year being 
153.330 short tons, valued at $1,559,151. 
as compared with $42,357 tons In 1910. 
valued at $1,201,842. The quantities 
stated, however, represent the crude j 
material mined. This crude ore, now 
being mined In California, which state 
famished practically the entire pro¬ 
duct of borax in the United States, is 
j almost entirely eolemanite, which is 
a. borate of lime. As mined the pro- , 
duct varies considerably In its content 
of anhydrous boric acid. 

Borax Lake and Lake Hachinhama, 
two small lakes near Clear Lake, in 
California, about So miles north of 
San Francisco, first produced borax 
on a commercial scale in lx«4. At 
first borax was obtained by evaporat¬ 
ing the lake water, hut this method 
was later supplemented by collecting 
and washing the natural borax crystals 
which were found imbedded in the 
mild on the bottom of the lake. 

Still later the so-called marsh or 
dry-lake borax deposits were discover¬ 
ed. a considerable number of which 
were developed in western Nevada 
Fish Lake, Columbus, Rhodes, and 
Teals marshes, in southwestern Nev¬ 
ada near the California line. Searles 
Dry Lake. Cone Lake. Saline Valley, 
anil Death Valley, in California, were 
among tin* places where the more im¬ 
portant deposits of this type were 
mined. Many of these marshes were 
far from lines of transportation when 
borax was first shlped from them, and 
the product was generally hauled to 
tin* railroad by horse or mule teams 
i over long roads through the resort. 

Tin* borax industry was established 
1 on essentially its present basis when 
the bedded deposits of the calel on 
borate mineral eolemanite were first 
found in Death Valley in lss2 and in 
i the following year at Calico, about 5 
miles from Daggett. Cal Borax and 
boric acid are now derived wholly 
j from these deposits of borate of lime. 

the mineral eolemanite furnishing 
; .tactically all the output. Since these 
j eolemanite mines have been worked on 
I t large scale the marsh or dry-lake 
! deposits crystallised from mixtures of 
■ ther salts obtained from marsh de¬ 
posits, borax is now made exclusively 
in the refineries of the large borax 
companies in California and at east- 
j ern points. 

The production of borax in 1911 was 
the largest in the history of the Cnit- 
! d States, except that for 190(1, when 
j the output was 58.173 short tons, but 
| the value of the production in 1911 
| was greater.

FORGET FRUIT SEASONS

essity for canning and preserving tin 
various kinds of fruits in the season 
when each is obtainable. The result 
is that they are apt to remember when 
It is just too late.” Few people will 
rc-gard this condition as sufficient rea¬ 
son for bemoaning California’s year- 
round summer. There are too many 
other advantages to offset it. It is i 
drawback to which the housewife usu¬ 
ally becomes accustomed. After fail¬ 
ing a few times to purchase some 
favorite fruit at the height of the sea¬ 
son when it is cheap she learns liei 
lesson.
